Stanley 
the Explorer 

FEW men of modern timtl 
have livtd « mort advvnlur* 
out hfr th*n H«nry Morton Stan- 
ley. Ht w«* a cabin boy, soldier, 
tailor, 'merchant, newtpaper re- 
porter, author and the world's 
most famous African eiplorer. 

Stanley began life in 1840, in 
Wales as John Rowlands, the son 
of a poor farmer who died when 
Stanley was only three years old. 
Rolands, as Stanley was then 
known, was put in a workhouso 
when 7 years of age and spent 
most of his boyhood there. When 
he was 16, he ran away to Liver-, 

E9ol where he got a job as cabin 
By on a ship bound for New 
Orleans. Me arrived in New Or- 
leent in 1859 and was given a 
job by a merchant named Henry 
Morton Stanley who later adopt- 
ed him and gave him the name 
of Stanley. 

In 1861. when the Cm) War 
broke out, Stanley enlistod in the 
Confederate Army but wai won 
captured. While in the Federal 

(■rison camp he was given his 
reedom by enrolling in the Fed- 
eral artillery but, wes soon dis- 
charged became of poor health. 
Stanley then took to the sea and 
was shipwrecked off Barcelona. 
His next act in 1864, was to join 
the U.S. Navy. After the War, 
Stanley went out West and be- 
came a prominent newspaper re- 
porter. Later, his reporting took 
him to Asia Minor, to Tibet and 
.to Abyssinia. In 1867, Stanley 
was hired by the N. Y. Herald 
and his biggest assignment which 
changed the course of his future 
life, was to find a Dr. Livingstone, 
a missionary and eiplorer who 
was "lost" in the heart of Africa. 
Stanley did find Livingstone and 
together they eiplorecfthe source 
of the Nile. His reports to his 
rewspeper on the search for Liv- 
ingstone made him famous. 

In 1928. the Belgium Congo is- 
sued a set of 15 stamps all of 
the same design showing a por- 
trait of Sir Henry Morton Stanley 
in coaimemoration of his great 
eiplorations and. the founding- in 
1878 of the Congo Free State.
